Bolsom is a horse-trader. He drives the 
Rivery team of the American House of Pacific, 
Mo., when itis hired for a long trip. His 
Narrative of how two strangers went to the 
American House, secured the con- 
Gence of the citizens by pretend- 
ing to be detectives on the 
trall ot the Frisco train robbers, hired the 
hotel buckboard and went through the 
country from Pacific to Kingsland Heights, 
fleecing the farmersof their hard earned 
money by a clever if old skin game, and left 
Bolsom with a team more dead than alive, 
makes — interesting reading. 

„ found these men, ‘Kelly and Rogers 
Kansas City,’ at the hotel when I returned 
there T y evening from a short trip,

DESCRIPTION OF THE MEX. 

Balsom described the two men as follows: 
Kelly“ is about 6 feet 9 inches tall, 40 years 
old and would probably weigh 190 or 200 
pounds. He had a two-weeks growth of 
partiy gray beard. a heavy gray mustache, 
gray hair and wore a checked 
gray sult, sack coat, brown gloves, 
which he did not take off, a stiff black derby 
hat, blue shirt, solled white collar and no 
tie.

**Rogers’’ is about 5 feet 7 inches tall.

years old. He wore a cheap black sack coat, 
no vest, light blue striped trousers, brown 
felt hat and white shirt and tie. He hada 
light-colorea heavy mastache and two or 
three days’ growth of beard.

The Postal Makes a Transfer to the Un- 
dergreund Service Co. 


Col, O. Dougberty, manager of the Postal 
Telegraph Co., is issuing notice to the Pos- 
tal’s patrons relative to the pending disposal 
ofiteswires underground. With regard to 
the occupying of the Postal’s poles by other 
telegraph ¢ompanies Col. Dougherty said: 
**There are some district telegraph wires, 
some telephone and some electric light wires 
on our poles, and their disposal must depend 


upon the Underground Service Oo. By 
our contract with that compaoy 
it will come into possession of our poles and 
wires as soon as it has installed our cables 
and given us service in the conduit. After 
that they can remove the poles as soon as 
they like, and, without knowing 
whattheir intentions are, I presume they | 
Will remove them immediately. All we de- 
sire isthe early installation of our cable, of 
which we now have more than a mile in the 
the conduit. We will

and we will extend our unpe 
fast as we get conduit accommodations. One 
effect of our action will undoudtediy be sto 
basten the removal of most of the overhead 
wires, as the public will insist upon other 
com panies following our example, as soon 
as they see we are able to make a success 
of the underground service.

Dr. Friedman’s Defense to the Charge 
of Perjury. 


NEVER CLAIMED TO BEA GRADUATE OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF VIENNA. 


He Says That the Mistake in So Reis- 
tering Him Was Dr. Atkinson’s— 
Threatens the Hirscohbergs With 
Crimingl Action. 


This morning Detective James Tracy ar- 
rived here from Cleveland, O., having in 
custody Dr. Agate Friedman, the eye special- 
ist, who is under indictment here on the 
charge of perjury, and who is 
als® the complainant in a civil 
suit in the United States Courts, 
in which he prays for $50,000 damages for 
alleged damaging reports circulated dy the 
members of the Hirschberg Optical Co. 

Dr. Friedman was formerly in the employ 
ofthe Hirschbergs as a specialist, and sev- 
eral months ago left them and took along 
with him two good employes of the company 
to Cleveland, O., where he embarked in the 
optical business himself. After his departure 
it is alleged that the Hirschbergs caused the 
story to be circulated that Dr. Fredman was 


a fraud, and then followed the damage suit 
brought against them six weeks ago,and the 
indictment against Freidman for perjury. 

It is alleged that Dr. Freidmad,in October, 
1892, registered with the State Board of 

as a graduate of the Univer- 

of Vienna whereas he 

graduate of that «institution, 

and that he produced a fraudulent diploma 

of the University of Vienna and made am- 

davit, as is customary, that it was his prop- 
erty. 

Dr. Friedman, when questioned to-day on 
this subject, entered a complete denial. ‘**I 
never claimed to be a graduate of Vienna 
University, and have no papers from that 
institution, save certificates show- 
ing that I simply attended  ilec- 
tures there.

A HEAP OF OINDERS ALL THAT IS LEFT

Brakeman Foote the Only One ef the 
Crew Whe Eseabed— He Reports That 
Five Traveling Meu and Two Farmers 
Were Roasted Alive—A List of the 
Killed and Injured. , 


LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 10.—Nothing remains 
ofthe Rock Island train that was wrecked 
five miles south ofthis city last night but a 
heap of cinders and twisted iron. 

Mingleda with the debris are the remains of 
at least eight men, and it is believed on good 
authority that the total number of deaths 
will reach twelve. Those Kaown to have 
been killed are as follows:
